She was the oldest person in Newton county, and the last Mexi- 
can-war widow in the county, and perhaps the last of the older 
members of the Presbyterian church. 


"Am also enclosing the names of the company of 'hOers! who went 
from Fayetteville to California, I am copying the names from a 
diary kept by my mother's brother, Arthur King, This company was 
on the road nine months from Fayetteville to Hangtown, now called 
Placerville.

Ewen Clark, 2.L, Commons, Sam'1 Edmonson, Jacob Greer, Alfred 
Fulton, Robt.

Taken from the Fayetteville Observer-dated July 25, 1926, 
from Waco, Texas. 


"To Fayetteville Observer: 

"Qn the 16th of June, 1926, Mrs. T.S. Miller, the writer's wife, 
passed away...Those who survive her are myself and six children, 
T,S,. Miller, Jr., of Houston; E,F, Miller, Flat, our old Coryell 
county home; iirs, Nettie Lou Cleland, Canyon; Mrs. Willie Hill 
Hunt, Dallas; lirs. Ida Main, widowed daughter, and Miss K.C. 
Miller, both of whom reside with me, All live in Texas, 


"Among the papers and documents of my father's and mother's family 
which Mrs, Miller had carefully put away as keepsakes, I found 

two letters, one from Isaac R, Southworth, Nashville, Tenn,, to 
her father, Isaac Southworth, Fayetteville, Tenn, The other from 
a lr. Joe S, Hines directed to the writer, 


"For historical data in the former letter, I am taking the liberty 
to quote it verbatim, thinking the infromation contained therein 
may be of interest to Lincoln county readers: 


"tNashville, Nay 5, 1850-iir, Isaac Southworth, Dear Father: I 
received yours of the 26th containing the news of the arrival 

of the steamboat Union at the port of Fayetteville, with the 
greatest degree of pleasure, in fact I never in all my life was 
so excited as I was after reading your letter, and when I came to 
the place where you said you threw up your cap and cried, Hurrah 
for old Lincoln, I could scarcely keep from yelling like mad and 
old Hugh was very near as bad as I was, When I received the 
Lincoln Journal he had to look at it first, then go down and_ show 
it to Richard and Porterfield, before I can get to see it. I 
would have given almost anything to have been with the: boys when 
they went down in a canoe. I can just see as plain how Charlie 
Moore looked when he got off of that boat as I could have done if 
I had been there. It cerrainly must have been the greatest 

time in Fayetteville that ever was or ever will be, I am in hopes 
that they will carry out their intention, and have a boat run- 
ning there all the time, there is no doubt in my mind but what it 
would add much to the wealth of the county. 


'Tell Mr. Wm, Kavanaugh that I say he can go up head for being on 
the first steamboat that was here at Fayetteville, 
Your son, Isaac R. Southworth! 


"The gecond letter from Mr, Hines had reference to the Cane 
Creek cemetery from which the writer makes the following 
quotation, his letter under date of Nov, 5, 1916: 


"IMaj, Wm. Smith owned, lived and died on the farm 6 miles north 
of Fayetteville on the Fishing Ford road, After Maj. Smith's 
death, the farm was sold to Samuel Steel Buchanan. I was at 

the burial of lirs. lina Qualls about 60 years ago when I was a 
boy and have not been on the ground since until today. In look~ 
ing over the gravestonés there, among three, Mrs. Ida Smith, wife 
of Maj. Smith Sylvester Southworth, and that of Isaac R.

Southworth, of which the epitaph of the latter reads: In Memory 
of Isaac and Ida Southworth, born in Yazoo county, Mississippi, 
April 2, 1831, died in Nashville, Tenn., April 2, 1853 from the 
accidental discharge of a pistol lying in his lap. He survived 
the wound two weeks and then departed gloryfying God. Age 22 
years, 


"The mention of his burial place is given as a corroboration of 
the fact of his being the author of the letter referred to, 

whose letter rolates the arrival of the steamboat at Fayetteville, 
as spoken of in this article. 


"George Pylant lives near us also, his brother, wife, Mourning, 
and daughter, who came from Fayetteville to Waco early in the 
year, There are many Tennesseans in the city but the Pylant 
boys are the only ones the writer knows who are from Lincoln. 


"Eucled Wright, from Boonshill, lives at McGregor and doing well 
in the mercantile business. Charlie Smith lives on the old home- 
stead alone, in Coryell county, and no doubt will "batch! it 
there until Gabricl calls him over, JZady Smith, his sister, 
lives with her brother, Dr. Carl Smith, in El Paso, Texas,

This story of James Clark was written by Crawford Breckenridge 
Clark, a Presbyterian minister, who had churches in Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Texas and Ohio. His last pastorate was in Reiley, 
Ohio, where he retired on his 78th birthday and was made Pastor 
Emeritus in 1938, He died July 2, 1944, age 84, After his 
trip to Glade Spring in Washington County, Virginia in 1906 

he made copies of this story and gave them to interested rela~ 
tives. j 


"The following history of James Clark, Sen., who was born in 
Scotland and died in Washington County, Virginia was collected 
by his great grandson, Rev. C.3, Clark while on a visit to 
relatives in and around Glade Spring during the summer of 1906, 
This history is largely made up of facts collected and com~ 
piled by irs. Lizzie Ryburn, a granddaughter of the subject of 
this sketch, a very bright and intelligent woman who is still 
living and with whom the writer had many pleasant interviews, 


"James Clark, Sen. was born near Campbellstown, Argyleshire (or 
- Argyle), Scotland about the year 1760. From what little is 
known of his early life it must have been a very wild and roman- 
tic one, His father scems to have been a farmer, living on 

the lands of the Duke of Argyle, James assisted his father with 
the work during the busy season, and at other times he took 
long fishing voyages, going as far north sometimes as to be 
almost in the land of the ‘Midnight Sm.'o 


"Sometime during the Revolutionary War he, being a young man, 
determined to try his fortune in the New World, He embarked 
from Liverpool on a trading vessel, During the trip the ship 
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was overtaken by a British war-ship and boarded by the officers. 
James Clark and two other young men, who were also passengers, 
were pressed as soldiers and taken on board the war-ship. Clark 
had no idea of helping England to fight and determined to get 
out-of her service as soon as possible, It is not known how 
long he was an: English soldier, but he was on the ship when 
Charleston was bombarded, During the firing a cannon exploded 
near his head, doing him no injury except causing deafness from 
which he never recovered, After landing in Charleston he under— 
took. to make his escape from the British. Seeing a small poat 
and no one about, he appropriated it and started up the river 
thinking he could get into the country and make good his escape, 
After going some distance and thinking he was out of danger 

and being worn out for want of sleep, he fastened his boat (as 
he thought) secure, and lay down to sleep. How long he slept 

he never had any idea, but when he awoke he was out of sight 

of land on the Atlantic Ocean, Shortly after waking up he was 
sighted by a trading vessel, taken on board, treated kindly and 
carried back to Liverpool. He found his way back to him home 

in Scotland and remained until the United States gained her 
independence, when he again decided to make America his home, 
Before starting, however, he sought the hand of Isabella Brecken-— 
ridge in the bonds of holy wedlock. They were married in the 
early morning and started at once on their long bridal tour to 
America. it was a very foggy morning and the Captain of the 
ship, not being a good onc, they were soon lost in fog. The 
Captain called his passengers, told them the condition of the 
ship and asked if any one could assist him, James Clark said 

he could run the ship back to where they started.from, and did so. 
His wife wishing to take a last look at the old home, left the 
ship and ran to the house, It was night; she knocked on the 
door and asked to be let in. They refused, thinking that the 
ship had been lost and that it was her ghost returned, She 

goon convinced them that she was flesh and blood, met a warm 
welcome and remained a few hours, when she was sent for as 

the ship was going to sail. She then pade adieu forever to her 
old home, After a voyage of six, months they landed in New 

York; went from there to Pennsylvania and settled in York. 

They remained for about four years, when they again started for 
what was thon called the West, They came as far as Rockbridge 
County, Virginie, and there raised one crop. They again 
started, intending to settle in Kentucky, but they met up with 

a family bound for Washington County, Virginia, and they decid- 
ed to journey with them, They settled near Old Glade Spring 
where James Clark built a house and lived, and died there Dec- 
ember 21, 1818. He and his wife were among the first members of 
the Presbyterian Church, The church was at that time at Ebbing 
Spring on the middle fork of the Holston River. James Clark 

had nine children, five boys and four girls. 


"John, the oldest son, was in some respects a remarkable man, 
His education was very limited, consisting only of about two 
gessions at the Old Field school house. But that did not finish 
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(Continued-James Clark, Sen.) 


his education by any means. He was a great reader and even at 
that day when books were so hard to get, he managed to acquire 
a great deal of information, He was a blacksmith by trade and 
very often, after working hard all day, he would walk four. or 
five miles to borrow a book to read and would sit up nearly 

all night to read it. He was elected to the Legislature in 
1829 or 1830. He married Mary Beattie, a daughter of Capt. 
Beattie who took part in the famous King's Mountain battle of the 
Relolution, They had twelve children, .some of them dying young: 
David, Nancy, Isabella, Martha, James, Elizabeth Breckenridge 
and Ella lived maturity. 


"James, the second son, married Ann Ryburn, They had seven 
children: ‘atthew, Issabella, Janc, James, William, Martha and 
Mary. d 


"Nancy married David Beattie, and had several children, They 
moved to ilissovri where their decendents are still living. 


"Widtiam married Barbara Talbert. She had one son, Lilburn, 

and died, William then married Harriet Shugart. They moved to uct 
.Lincoln County, Tennessee where some of their decendents are \se\ 
still living, He had five children by his last wife: Eliza- 

beth, James, Breckenridge, Rebecca and Claburn. 


“Jeannette marrica James Porterfield. She was noted for her 
kindness and hospitality. She had five children: Clark, John, 
Lilburn, Sarah and Issabella, : 


"Nary died unmarried, 


"liargaret married Samuel Snodgrass, They lived and diced near 
Rock Spring church, Their children were: Ann, .James, Martha, 
Jane and Willian, 


"Robert married Catherine Dickson. They had four children: 
Jane, William, James and Catherine, He was for years Deacon 
of the Glade Soring Presbyterian church, 


"Peter, the youngest son, lived on the old place and cared for 
his mother. He was noted for his sound judgment and sterling 
integrity, He was for a long time an Elder in the Glade Spring 
Presbyterian church, He married Margaret Montgomery, Their 
children were: Eliza, Harriet, James, Susan, Amanda, John, 
Thomas and Emily. 


So much for the family of James Clark, Sen, As I said in the 
beginning he married Isabella Breckenridge in the district of 
Argyle, Scotland, Her mother was a Pickens and lived and died 
in Scotland. .James Clark had three brothers to come to this 
country: Peter, Robert and John, Peter and Robert settled in 
the Glade Spring neighborhood and had eight or nine children 
each, John settled in Pennsylvania and nothing is known of 
his children. 


"As has been stated, William Clark (my grandfather) married 
Barbara Talbert. Her mother was a Logan, The Talberts and 
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and Logans came from Scotland to Virginia at a very early day. 
These two families were liberally represented at the King's 
Mountain fight. Isabella Breckenridge had a-brother, Robert, 
who came to America and settled in Washington Co., Ohio. Some 
of his decendents are still there,

Lilburn Logan Clark, son of William Clark (Dec, 18, 1792-June 28, 
1870) and Barbara Talbert (Aug. 8, 1799-dJune 26, 1825) was 

born Feb. 6, 1825 in Glade Spring, Washington County, Virginia. 
He was the only child of this union, When he was about two 
years old he came with his father and step-mother, Harriet 
Shugart, to Lincoln County, Tennessee and they located in the 
ninth district, north of the village of Renfrow Station, now 
Howell,

To: Joseph and Henry Harlan, Laurens District, South Carolin , 
Okingham Post Office ; 


"Dear Brother. 


I now take my pin in hand to inform you that myself and family 
are all well at present thanks be to God for his favors and 
Blessings. Hoping that these few lines will find you and fan- 
ily and friends in the same, I received your letter which gives 
me great satisfaction to hear that you was all well & that you 
was all doing well for I like to hear of my friends doing well 
all tho I am not prospering in the things of this world and I 
am afraid not in things of the world to come, But thanks be 

to God I feel like trying to live through them that will shine 
as best as the one that will be saved all tho I have waded 
threw many dificulties in County Court at a law suit that I 
had, for times. are hard and money close. The cotton has been 
3 dollars for about 8 or 10 days but now is at 2.50 People made 
tolerable crops this year. You wrote something about my going 
with you to the ___ I dont know now whether you will go or 
not and I am not in a situation to go on the account of the law 
suit that I had last September that cost me one hundred & 30 
dollars besides the cost of the suit it is possible that one 
hundred dollars will pay it..besides my expense of going there 
staying there.,and coming home & I don't know whether I could 
get my loan or not I am at this time in need of friends but 

T dont know where to find them to help me out of this scrap 

it all has to be paid by next liarch Court and if it was another 
year I could pay it with ease tho Ill save the best I can.... 

IT -. want you to write as soon as this comes to hand..so no more 
put still remains your affection Brother & Sister until Death..

"An interesting bit of early Fayetteville history came to light 
recently when the Jaycees were delving into the city's early 
history in preparing their entry for the nationwide television 
contest, ‘This. is America." 


"The local Jayeces were awarded first place in the state, and 
when asked for a bit of human interest to be used in a proposed 
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television script, a play written by Miss Felicia Metcalfe was 
forwarded to Hollywood, The play was based on the facts out- 
lined in the letter below, The letter was written to the Hon. 
James T, Coston, who is closely connected to the family of John 
R. Nassey. 

Hon. J.T. Coston, Osceola, Ark., 

Dear Sir: 


Replying to your letter asking for informtion concerning the 
killing of John R. Massey during the Civil War between the 
states, 1861-65, will say that on the 15th day of June, 1864, 
Gen, Payne, commanding Federal troops, came to Fayetteville, 
Tennessee, and had arrested three men, Thos, liassey, Wm, Picket, 
and F, Burroughs, and ordered them shot, John R, Massey a dis-~ 
charged Confederate soldier from the lst Tenn, Regt. Infantry 
(Turncy's Regt.), hearing of the order, went Gen, Payne and 
told'him he had the wrong Massey, that. his brother, Thos. Massey, 
had,never been in the army,’ and had a family with small children, 
and had nothing to do with the army, but if he must have Massey 
blood, to take him, and turn his brother loose, that he had 

been a Confederate soldier and was discharged. 


"Whereupon, the General ordered Thos. Massey released and John 
R, Massey shot in his stead, with Wm, Pickett and F, Burroughs, 
which was immediately done, without a court~martial or trial, 
on the 15th day of Junc, 1864. He also ordered that their bod- 
ies should remain on the ground all day, evidently to terro- 
rize and intimidate the citizens of Lincoln County, who were 
intensely Southern, The citizens were afraid to carry the 
bodies into their homes, 


"At sundown Irs, Milly Goodrich, widow of John Goodrich, told 

them to carry the bodies to a storchouse she owned on the west 
side of the public square at Fayetteville, and keep them until 
they were to be buried, which was done, A number of young men 
and ladies sat up with the bodies all night. 


"They were buried by the citizens of the town next day in the 
cemetery by the Presbyterian Church, John R, Massey was buried 
on the plot owned by John Goodrich!s family, by the side of his 
sister, Anna lassey, who was the wife of John C, Goodrich, who 
was the son of lirs, Milly and John Goodrich, They were also 
the parents of James F, Goodrich, who afterwards married Sarah 
Clark, who was a niece of John R, Nassey. 


"Those men were shot near Mrs. Goodrich's home, on the hill 
now occupied by the Lincoln County High School. 


"The Zollicoffer-Fulton Chapter United Daughters of Confederacy 
erocted a stone marker on the ground, with this inscription: 


"John BR, Massey, Wm, Pickett, F, Burroughs Martyred June 15, 
1864 U.D.C. Erected June 15, 1914. 
"With best wishes for you and family. Yours truly, 


T.C, Little, Condr. Camp 114 U.C.V, Fayetteville 
Tenn, Oct. 18, 1927"
